Many of our churches are making progress along this 
line. They are holding 1p the pastor’s hands while he 
Koes to preach the gospel to dying men and women. 

It is needless to say that the pastor who has the 
hearty support of bis churches, and whose whole time 
8 spent in preparation for his work will be vecster able 
and his churches enjoy a Kreater deyree of prosperity 
than the minister who js compelled for want of this 
fupport.to labor five days in the week for the support 
of himself and family. There are numbers of G d’s 
children today poor and becoming poorer because cf 
what is due him, and strange to say these same people 
claim to be God's children and read the Bible and can’t 
see their duty. Matt. rd chapter reads: “Will a man 
rob God, yet ye have rubbed me. But ye say, wherein 
have we robbed thee? In tithes and in offerings. Bring 
ye all the cithes into the storehouse that there may be 
meat in mine house, and’ prove me now herewith sayeth 
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ithe Lord of hosts, if I will not open you the windows of 
heaven and pour you out a blessing that there shall not 
be room enough to receive it.” 

Prov, 3:9. Honor the Lord with thy substance and 
with the first fruits of all thine increase 1st Cor. 16:2.

In many of 
our churches no laymen will be foand wao will take the 
lead in the work and unless the pastor takes the lead 
nothing will be done. Our pastors should, therefore, 
realize the great Kood to be derived from this work and 
should lead their laymen by suggesting work for them, 
by arranging public meetings in which the laymen are 
to take part and by organizing and teaching mission 
studv classes. The pastors may sometime arrange 
very helpful services by assigning a number of topics 
to laymen to be discussed at the regular preaching 
hour, the pastor closing the discussion. The laymen 
who take part in such meetings would derive a great 
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deal of good and the whole church wou'd be strength. 
ened. Our laymen should be careful to follow the 
leadership of the pastors and should be ready to under- 
take any work sugyested by the pastor. 

Your committee desi, es to commend the work of 
the associational chairman and his helpers during the 
year just closed and suggest that the work be con. 
tinued along che same line during the coming year.

We 
stamp the name of God on our minted coin,. but only as 
that name is engraved on the hearts of living men will 
it aveil for the nation, or f.r a lost soul. The preatest 
single threat to the power of religion in the Svath to 
day is the mammon of unconsecrated wealth. 

The Home Mission Board conducts many depart- 
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ments of activity for saving the people and preparing 
them for lives of service, It has about forty tive woric- 
ers among the foreigners, twenty eight Mountain 
mission schools with 127 teachers and 4,500 students, 
eighteen trained evangelists who last year baptised 
about 8,000 converts, thirty-five negro missionary 
evangelists working effectively among the Southern 
negroes, thirty-five missionaries wao supply fifty-six 
churches and mission stations in Cuba five 
aries and four helpers doing a successful work in the 
Canal Zone, a church building department which aided 
in building 289 churches last year, and twenty mission. 
aries among the Indians in Oklahoma.

Besides the above, the Home Board participates 


co operatively (principally with state mission boards) 
in Aa Lumber of states in maintaining about 1,100 mis- 
sionary pastors. .This co-operative mission work is in 
line with the Convention's instructions to the board to 
form the closest possible relationship with the existing 


avencies of the denomination in the various states. 


To the end that our board may enlarge its activi- 
ties and do for the denomination a work worthy of so 
Kreat a christian ovody and commensurate with the 
present argent needs, you; committee pleads for 
regular and large collections for home missiors in the 
churches. Our board could wisely expend a million 
dollars a year for it. It ought to doit, if we can only

Ing the negro Baptist and other deaominations to be 
about 4,000 it would leave about 9,000 people who are 
not members of any church, ad mitting that half of these 


are under the age of 10 years, it will leave 4500 people 
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within the bounds of our association to be converted, 
many that do not have any chance to hear the word of 
God. Dividing this number by twenty one churches in 
our association it will give us 220 for each church to 
reach. Whatsre we doing towards this great task? 
Last year we gave $230.50 tor state missions, aboat J2c 
per member. The state hoard paid back into our 
bounds about $380.00 to support the work, or $149 50 


more than we gave for that purpose. This amount. is 
by no means enouga to carry on the work as it should 
be. The pastors are poorly paid. We need more 
workers. We need houses of worship. Seven 
churches witbout homes in the association. There are 
other places to be occupied, new towns springing up as 
new railroads are built, so we need to be ready to yive 
them the gospel. It will take money, time «nd 
talent to save this County, this state and this nation for 
God. Are you willing to begin at Jerusalem and help 
carry the things of much joy to the lost and dying 
world? If you are, give to state missions as you have 
hever giveu before. Let each church try to double its 
xifts. Then we will not be able to do what ought to be 
done. In I. Cor. 16:2 Paul admonishes to lay by in store 
upon the tirst day of th» week as had prospered. Now 
this means Kiving to state missions if it means any 

thing. 


Let us decide how much we wish the state to be in

‘The reports coming from all 
these fields are very encouraging and the outlook is ex 
ceedingly hopeful. Our missionaries reported 3,618 
baptisms last year which was 4 decided increase over 
the year before. - The work has grown so rapidly that 
it cost far more last year than our people were willing 
to give If we meet the actual necessities of our 
foreign fields we must greatly enlarge our offerings. 
Southern Baptist gave last year $510,008.97 which was 
asmall gain over the previous year. ‘We must, if we 
maintain our work, give this year not less than $600,000, 
Will we give it? Mississippi has asked for $388,000. 
Our association has been asked for $250. Certainly we 
ought raise wore than that, and will do it.
